The boards of ctirwaf»s?rs In Baltlmo-e 
city and In the twenty-three countie* 
of th* State met at noon to-d-ay. In 
Baltimore city the votes oast In the

ed,M.»ut to totals were not made public. 
While ’Congressman FYauk Wa'hter 
was admittedly re-elected, the vote on 
the Presidential ticket Is le*ft in doubt. 

From the official returns thus far re¬ 
ceived the Indications are that the Re¬ 
publicans have elected seven ami the 
Democrats one of the electors of the 
State.

MISSOURI. 

Roosevelt's Plurality Is 15,755. With 
Seven Counties Out. 

St. Louts, Nov. 10.—With s^ven coun¬ 
ties still to be heard from at nightfall, 
the returns showed that Roosevelt’s 
plurality in Missouri stood 15,755. Of 
the seven counties unheard from, six 
went for Bryan, In 1900. They are tc- 
mote and sparsely settled. 

With the return# from nine counties 
missing at the same time. Folk's plu¬ 
rality for Governor. Democratic ticket, 
stood 34.883. 

Figures on the remainder of the Dem¬ 
ocratic ticket were still lacking. A* 
Democratic State headquarters It was 
stated that only one-third of the re¬ 
turns from the State on the balance of 
the ticket had been received at 6 o'clock. 
It was front ended that the Sta/te ticket 
might not be defeated. No claims were 
made concerning the complexion of the 
Legislature. In fact, very little com¬ 
ment was made outside of the plain 
statement that the Legislature Is Re¬ 
publican. 

The following telegram was sent to¬ 
night by Republican State Chairman 
i Thomas K. Neldrlnghaua: 
i ”Hon. George B. Cortelyou. Chairman 
Republican National Committee, New 
York—I have not telegraphed before 
this as I desired ro be absolutely certain, 
and I now announce to you with great 
pleasure that the electoral vote of the 
.State of Missouri will be east for Theo¬ 
dore Roosevelt, for President.” 
Chairman NHdringhaus conceded that 
elected Governor, but 
stated that there was not the least 
doubt that the balance of the Demo¬ 
cratic ticket had been defeated. He 
said: 

"The Republicans will have a major¬ 
ity in the Legislature on Joint ballot of 
at least fourteen, perhaps twenty. This 
means the election of a Republican 
United States Senator. The returns are 
pouring In rapidly now. and I feel cer¬ 
tain we will know the definite results 
beftjre morning. They will show' that 
the Republicans have elected eight Con¬ 
gressman. and as the Sixteenth district 
ij in doubt, its returns may show the 
election of one more Congressman, 
making nine in all. This certainly has 
been an unprecedereted election In Mis¬ 
souri. We will contest the elections 
in the Eleventh and Twelfth districts." 


PENNSYLVANIA. 

Roosevelt's Plurality Has Reached 
Enormous Figure of 494,525. 

Philadelphia. Nov. 10.—Complete but 
unofficial figures received by the Asso¬ 
ciated Press from every county in the 
State with the exception of Allegheny. 
In which Pittsburg is situated, but from 
where a close estimate has been ob¬ 
tained. Show that President Roosevelt’s 
plurality In Pennsylvania has reached 
494.525. probably the largest plurality 
ever given a presidential candidate by 
any State lu the political history of the 
country.. 

President Roosevelt’s total vote, ac¬ 
cording to figures at hand. Is 830.125 and 
Judge Parker's 335,600. McKinley's to¬ 
tal vote in 1900 was 712/605 and Bryan’s 
424,232, 

The city of Philadelphia gives Roose¬ 
velt a total of 227.693 out of 280.713 votes 
cast for all candidates. 

Returns received from forty-nine of 
the sixty-seven counties give Swallow. 
Prohibition. 23,786 votes. The eighteen 
missing counties In 1000 gave Woolley 
6,568. Woolley's total vote in Pennsyl¬ 
vania four years ago was 27.908. 

The returns so far for Debs. Socialist, 
and Corrigan. Social Labor, are so mea¬ 
ger that no approximate total can be 
given. 

Incomplete figures, from all counties 
In the State give Elkin a plurality of 
about 410.000 over Thompson for Su¬ 
preme Court Judge. 

OHIO 

Getting Close To Pennsylvania As a 
Republican Gibraltar. 

Columbus. O.. Nov. 10.—Nearly com¬ 
plete returns to-night show close to 
250,000 plurality for the Roosevelt and 
Fairbanks electors. Only eighteen out of 
the eighty-eight* pOUuiles in the Slate 
have been carried fur Parker, and only 
one Democratic Congressman has been 
elected out of twenty-one. State Chair¬ 
man Harvey Garber, the Democratic 
candidate In the Fourth district, has 
l.COO plurality In a district normally 
6.000 Democratic.

tive. 


FEELING IN SIT. PETERSBURG. 


London, Nov. 10. 4:55 p. in.—Japan 
unofficially has made repre^ntatlon* to 
Russia looking to peace. This action 
has resulted In failure, and such rep¬ 
resentations. even prlvartel)\ are not 
likely to be repeated by Jupan.

It 
I aotuaJly had behind it all the weight 
of an offer by the Japanese Govern¬ 
ment.

Japan's Attitude. 


(ration finds an unfavorable echo. Thr- 
sentlment prevails stronger than ever 
that Russia’s prestige must be vindi¬ 
cated before the Idea of peace can be 
entertained. The mere fact that the 
Hnggestlon comes from Great Britain’s 
Foreign Secretary does not tend to Its 
kindly reception here. The firm con¬ 
viction is expressed that Lord Lans- 
downe’s suggestion could hot have 
been the result of an understanding be¬ 
tween the British and French Govern¬ 
ments, It being stated that the Rus¬ 
sian view of the situation is too well 
known to her ally to make It possible 
that she could have been privy to such 
a move. The general opinion Is that 
Lord I^ansdowne's suggestion was In 
the nature of a personal trial balloon. 

Hopeless as Is the idea of bringing 
the war to a conclusion. It seams, how¬ 
ever, that there are those In high quar¬ 
ters who consider that there Is a bare 
possibility of bringing the conflict to a 
close on the basis of arbitration, if such 
a proposition came directly from Ja¬ 
pan. Indeed, It Is even Intimated that 
Lord I^ansdowne's suggestion may 
have been Inspired from Tokio. Rus¬ 
sia has announced ngalri and again 
that no proposition from an uninter¬ 
ested power would even be answered, 
but that any proposition from Japan 
direct, no matter through what In- 
i tsrmedlary, would be considered. 

A proposal from Japan to arbitrate 
the controversy would appeal strongly 
to Emperor Nicholas. He Is extremely 
proud of being the author of The 
Hague conference, and In spite of the 
difficult position In which Russian mil¬ 
itary prestiff** would be left by a cessa¬ 
tion of hostilities at this Juncture those 
competent to Judge actually entertain 
the belief that such an offer on the 
part of Jupan now would not be m 
vain.

Exact!) upon 
what bask* of a settlement peace could 
be secured it is at present impossible 
to see, but there is not the slightest 
doubt that combined representations, 
especially If led by President Roosevelt, 
would have a far-reaching result be¬ 
tween the two coUmries, one of which 
was thoroughly defeated. It is com¬ 
paratively easy to make peace in this 
case, a# neither side is thoroughly de¬ 
feated yet. The prospects for the suc¬ 
cess of fiiendly Intervention have vastly 
Increased. Since the commencement of 
the war the two nation# now respect 
each oth^r to a degree never dreamed of 
before they met In battle. That mutual 
respect la the most hopeful factor for 
peace. Japan does not want to gn on 
fighting forever. Yet. even with all the 
victories won during this war, her 
statesmen would lender themselves 
liable to be most seriously mlsunder- 
slOod, especially In Russia, f they i pen- 
ly suggested In the name of humanl y 
some method whereby the war could be 
stepped. It. would be altogether dif¬ 
ferent. however, at this stage of the 
war. should a friendly offer, prompted 
by that sense of humanity which Japan 
cannot voice for fear of being misun¬ 
derstood. emanate from the United 
Statfs and Great Britain, but nothing 
can be done until the fall of Port Ar- 

th *Tn the meantime I have no doubt 
that the Power# who are so willing to 
express their desire for i>eace will con¬ 
fidentially exchange views In the hope 
of arriving a<t some suggestion prac¬ 
tical to both belligerents.” 

NO OFFICIAL MOVE 

Looking Toward Intervention Ha# 
Been Made In Washington. 

Washington. Nov. 10.—Careful Inquiry 
here fall# to develop any change within 
the last four weeks In the attitude of 
this Government toward the Far East¬ 
ern situation. There ha# been no move 
officially that could be construed a# In¬ 
dicating a purpose by America to Inter¬ 
vene between the belligerents. It was 
stated, however, several weeks ago by 
one of the highest authorities that the 
President was only awaiting a suitable 
opportunity to do what he could to ter¬ 
minate the present war. He was re¬ 
strained at that time and Is now' by the 
Iron rule of the State Department that 
under no circumstances or conditions 
shall this Government make a formal 
offer to bring the belligerents to pence 
terms unless both of them shall signify 
a willingness to avail cf his good of¬ 
fices. 

That point has not yet been reached 
In this war. It is known that Japan, 
having been In full and free conference 
with the State Department here and 
with Mr. Griscom. the American Min¬ 
ister at Tokio. for many weeks past, is 
willing to entertain an offer of good of¬ 
fices from the President or King Ed¬ 
ward looking toward the termination of 
the war, but so far no such intimation 
has come from Russia, and the slightest 
suggestion of an Intent Ion to urge peace 
upon Russia has aroused both private 
ai t official resentment on the part of 
H as I an officials here.

ETSE MOUNTAIN 

Is Proving a Most Costly Obstacle To 
the Japanese Forces. 

Che Fno. Nov. 10. 12 m.—Etse moun¬ 
tain. according to Chinese, 120 of whom 
arrived here to-day from Port Arthur. 
Is proviife a costly obstacle to the Jap¬ 
anese. jOn the mornings of November 
5 and 6 furious assaults on the position 
were made by the Japanese, who were 
repulsed. During the second assault a 
shell, soaring over the other hills from 
Pallchuang, dropped on Ktse v moun¬ 
tain and demolished a land mine and 
the mine controlling station and ex¬ 
ploded other mines. 

The Russians were holding the 
trenches on the boundary of the mined 
section. Six or seven hundred were 
, killed or wounded. The Japanese, not 
1 having the place, were unhurt. 

Etse mountain owes the best part of 
it# strength to the peculiar topography 

• of the surrounding country, which pre¬ 
vent# a direct artillery fire and does 

! not enable the Japanese to advance 
upon the trenches with the success 
i evident elsewhere. 

COUNT CASSINI REPEATS 

That Russia Is Not In a Mood To 
Brook Mediation. 

Washington. Nov. 10.—Emphatically, 
but,with all courtesy. Russia, through 
her Ambassadors abroad, has several 
times Informed the neutral Powers that 
she will brook no mediation at this 
time in her war with Japan. It can 
be announced that Russia expects her 
wishes will be respected by all the 
Powers to which she has communi¬ 
cated her views. 

Count Cassini, the Russian Ambassa¬ 
dor. said to-night to the correspondent 
| for the Associated Press: 

•*I can announce that T have very 
I good reason to believe that my Gov¬ 
ernment’s emphatic opposition to uny 
mediation at this time will be respect¬ 
ed and observed by ail neutral Pow¬ 
ers.” _ 

Bombarding Port Arthur. 

Tokio, Nov. 10, 8:30 p. m.—A report 
from Gen. Nogl’s headquarters, before 
Port Arthur, dated November 9. says: 
”The enemy's military warehouse, sit¬ 
uated in the northern part of Port Ar¬ 
thur. was bombarded November 6 with 
heavy siege and naval guns. The bom¬ 
bardment caused a conflagration. On 
the afternoon of November 6 the mag¬ 
azine of an old battery on Sungchuw 
mountain was exploded by our shells.” 

Czar Inspects Troops. 

Lovitch, Russia, Now 10.—Emperor 
Nicholas met with an enthusiastic re¬ 
ception here to-day on his arrival to in¬ 
spect the troops. Receiving a deputa¬ 
tion of nobles, the Emperor declared 
hi# emphatic belief that the bad times 
would only serve to unite the empire In 
bonds of brotherhood.

Vice Admiral SkrydlofT arrived 
here to-day. 

Repulse For the Japs. 

St. Petersburg. Nov. 10.— Gen. &ik- 
haroff. In a dispatch dated yesterday, 
/reports the repulse of a Jarj>ane»^ at¬ 
tack. November 8. on the Russian posi¬ 
tions before Sinchlnau. No fighting was 
reported to have occurred yesterday. 


The North Sea Inquiry. 

Loudon, Nov, 10.—The Board of 
Trade inquiry into the North sea inci¬ 
dent will open nt Hull November 15. 
The oroceedlugs will be public. 


Washington. Nov. 10. — President 
Roosevelt ha# promised to attend the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition on Sat¬ 
urday. the 26th of November. He made 
t)hi« promise to-night to a committee 
from St. Loul# headed by Mayor Wei!#, 
who came to Washington especially for 
the purpose of inviting hltp to visit the 
Fair. The probability is that the Pres¬ 
ident may remain In St. Loul# until the 
night of Sunday, November 27. 

President Roosevelt ha# been anxious 
to g<» to SL Louis to see the Fair ever 
since it# opening. However, the pres¬ 
idential campaign compelled him to re¬ 
main In the East during August, and 
he so Informed Mr. William H. Thomp¬ 
son. treasurer of the Exposition. 

The committee to wdiich the Presi¬ 
dent this evening gave hi# promise to 
vtelt the Fair consisted of Mayor 
Wells, William H. Thompson and Cor¬ 
bin H. Spencer, first vice president of 
the Exposition. Their train was late, 
so they did not reach Washington until 
6 o’clock. Through Secretary Loeb an 
immediate audience with the President 
was arranged. The committee remained 
with him for half an hour and each 
member urged on the President the ac¬ 
ceptance of the Invitation, pointing out 
the appropriateness of a visit of the 
chief executive of the nation and of the 
gratitude which would be felt by the 
people of St. Louis if he possibly could 
find *t1me to go. The President cordially 
j thanked the committee for Its invita¬ 
tion, and after consulting his engage¬ 
ments for the remainder of the month, 
he set Saturday, the 2<kh, as the m«»t 
favorable opportunity a va liable. 

It Is expected that the President and 
those who accompany him will leave 
be re on Thanksgiving night and will 
reach fit. Lmt# early Saturday morn¬ 
ing. The invitation to Mr. Roosevelt, ft 
is understood, is comprehensive enough 
to Include any other persons whom he 
inaj’ wish to have wMth him, and some 
of the members of the Cabinet are 
likely to accompany him. 

The members of the committee are 
highly elated with the promptness 
with which Mr. Roosevelt decided to 
visits the fair. They feel that his at¬ 
tendance will ha'ie an excellent effect 
and that’ the day of his visit will be 
one of the banner days. If not the ban¬ 
ner day, of the exposition’s history. 
They say that arrangements Immedi¬ 
ately will be made for a fitting pro¬ 
gramme for that day, the chief feat¬ 
ure. of course, being a thorough In¬ 
spection of the grounds and buildings 
of the great fair, with such other ap¬ 
propriate exercises as befits the pres¬ 
ence of the chief executive of the na¬ 
tion. For Sunday following, should 
there be no disappointment of the com¬ 
mittee’s expectation that the President 
will remain In fit. Louis during that 
day, arrangements for his entertain¬ 
ment also will be made, 

TO ANSWER ALL MESSAGES. 

Those Who Congratulated the Presi¬ 
dent Will Hear From Him. 

Washington, Nov. 10.—Ten thousand 
congratulatory messages have been re¬ 
ceived by President Roosevelt. Every 
mail to-day brought large numbers of 
congratulatory letters. Notwithstand¬ 
ing their immense numtyer. the Presl- 
| dent has decided that each one Is »o 
be answered, and this work will re- 
I quire perhaps several weeks. 

President Roosevelt received to-day 
an undimtnlsheff number of callers. 
Attorney General Moody, who has Just 
returned from Massachusetts, was one 
of the first official visitors. He was ac¬ 
companied by James R. Garfield, Com¬ 
missioner of Corporations, who arrived 
earlv tn-dav from his Ohio home. They 
tendered their congratulations. Later 
they will (take up with the President 
the work of Mr. Garfield’s bureau, 
concerning w»hich the President will 
have some recommendations to make to 
Congress In his annual message. 

• • • 

Beef Trust Investigation. 

The Investigation of the beef trust. 
Instituted by the Bureau of Corpora¬ 
tions at the Instance of Congress, prac¬ 
tically has been completed. The re¬ 
port will be presented to the President, 
and It is quite likely that It will be 
submitted to Congress shortly after the 
opening of Its session In December, al¬ 
though the law confers discretionary 
, |lower upon the President as to the pub¬ 
lication of the operations of the bureau, 
i No Intimation is given ns to the nature 
of the report or of what recommenda¬ 
tions. If any. Mr. Garfield may submit. 
It may be said authoritatively that any 
suggestions that legal action may be 
taken bv the Government against ihe 
beef trust or against any aggregation 
’ of capital as a result of the investlga- 
i dons made by the Bureau of Corpora- 
' lions at least are premature. No de¬ 
cision yet has been reached and none 
will be reached until the report has 
been considered ,thoroughly by the 
President and his advisors. 

Secretary Morton, of the Navy, con¬ 
ferred with the President regarding 
some departmental matters. 

Among others to pay their respects 
were Senator McOomas of Maryland; 
Frank P Sargent. Commissioner Gen¬ 
eral of Immigration; Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue John W. Yorkes; Mr. 
Constantine Brun. Minister of De mark 
and Mr. A. Grip. Minister of Sweden. 
The President and Senator McOomfl? 
exchanged congratiukitloris on the re¬ 
sult In Maryland. 

To several callers to-day. the Presi¬ 
dent expressed his gratification that th?

CHINESE EXCLUSION 

LAW CONSTITUTIONAL 


Decision of Judge Wing, of the Dis¬ 
trict Court At Cleveland, 

Is Overruled. 


Cincinnati. Nov. 10.—The United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals to-day 
reversed the decision of Judge Wing, of 
the i)lstrlct Court at Cleveland, ln 
the case of Hung Chang, arrested after 
he admitted he was born In China and 
was without the proper certificate to 
come to the United States. Judge Wing 
held the Chinese exclusion law to be 
unconstitutional and released the pris¬ 
oner, whose w'hereabouts are now un¬ 
known. I 

District Attorney J. J. Sullivan car¬ 
ried the case to the Court of Appeals 
here, where he argued not only the 
constitutionality of the law, but also 
showed that the Northern^ district of 
Ohio might be invaded by Chinamen if 
the decision of Judge Wing stood. It 
w as also argued that the case was one 
of great Importance on the deporting 
of Chinamen in all parts of the United 
States. _

IN COLD BLOOD 


TWO MEN ARE SHOT DOWN IN 
MONTGOMERY, W. VA. 


Sheriff Daniel and John Rood Killed 
By Henry Jackson, Whom & 
Posse Is Pursuing. 


Huntington, W. Va., Nov. 10.—[Sne- 
cial.]—Sheriff Daniel, of Fayette coun¬ 
ty. and John Rood, a well-known cit¬ 
izen of Montgomery, were shot to death 
in Montgomery to-day by Harry Jack- 
son. 

Jackson, the murderer*', is n brother 
of Constable Jackson, who w*as killed 
by Policeman John Elliott In Montgom¬ 
ery last night. Harry Jackson and his 
two brothers heard this morning of 
their brother’s murder In Montgomery 
by the police, so they armed themselves 
and rode Into the little town, sending 
word ahead that, they Intended to kill 
the Mayor and members of the police 
force. Sheriff Daniel w'as notified and 
he came from his home nt Fayette to 
Montgomery to try, If possible, to pre¬ 
vent bloodshed. As Harry Jackson rode 
Into town, the Sheriff stopped him and 
told him if he attempted trouble he 
a'ould arrest him. Jackson said not a 
word, but drew a pistol a.nd shot the 
Sheriff three times, the latter falling 
dead In his track*. 

Rood ran toward Jackson. pl«mding 
for him not to shoot the Sheriff, when 
Jackson turned the firearm on Rood and 
killed him also. The three brother# then 
galloped about the town, making wild 
demonstrations and threatening the life 
of officers and citizens. Finally a posse 
was organized and the Jackson boys, 
realizing that an attempt would be 
made to capture them, took to the 
woods, leaving their horses on the high¬ 
way. They are yet at large and a posse 
of one hundred or more men are In pur¬ 
suit. 

Sheriff Daniel was & prominent Re¬ 
publican and was influential in State 
politics. _ _

ODELL AND MURPHY

New York. Nov. 10.—Gov. Odell, 
chairman of the Republican State Com¬ 
mittee, and CTiarles F. Murphy, leader 
of Tammany Hall, expressed them-elvea 
on the election results to-day. e ich find¬ 
ing cause for gratification.

LINE PROJECT, REPLIES 
WOULD INDICATE. 


Advantages To Shippers Set Forth— 
Prospects Seem Bright. 


Acting under the instructions given 
him by the Board of Directors at their 
last meeting. President R. A. McDow- 
elU of the Commercial Club, has ad¬ 
dressed t*o each Louisville railroad a 
letter asking some official express.on 
of Us attitude on the belt line project. 
Replies have been, received from every 
railroad, with one exception, and of the 
letters received every one Express-s a 
strong sentiment in favor of the belt. 
Not only this, but a strong desire tv> 
have the project carried through to 
completion was expressed. 

Interchangeable switching. upon 
which a belt line Is founded, and with¬ 
out which It would be of llttie avail. 
Is the one obstacle which interposes to 
delay the progress of 'the plaav Little 
difficulty Is anticipated In establish¬ 
ing the line and financing It when this 
obstacle Is overcome. It Is not. pro¬ 
posed to buHd an entirely new line 
completely around the city; but to use 
the lines of other railroads where con¬ 
venient. subject to a rental. Districts 
not reached already by trockn would 
be tapped by the new line and given 
equal facilities with establishments now 
on some line of railroad. If this plan 
can be successfully carried through, it 
Is argued. It will Increase *he value of 
property, which is now depreciated 
through Us difficulty of approach for 
railroad shipments, and with the com¬ 
bine of railroads would practlcully give 
to each Louisville’s industry nine roads 
over which shipments n\jght be made. 

As’the arrangement stands at present, 
there Is some friction between compet¬ 
ing lines. Two lines reaching any city 
at a distance, refuse to Interchange 
switching within Louisville, arguing 
that the shipper should patronize the 
road which gives him the desired fa¬ 
cilities In Ixnjifivllle. With free and 
Interchangeable switching all difficulties 
would vanish, and the Industrial Inter¬ 
ests be vastly benefited.

The Swing of An Old Pendulum. 

The Chicago Tribune, commenting in 
double-leads on the election of Roose¬ 
velt. recites several things which #, lt 
mean*;." winding up with two things 
about which there does not seem to be 
the same eocksurenoss. Thus: 

"It m« i ans. the Tribune hopes, a revision 
of the tariff ami reciprocity with Canada. 

"And. the Tribune hopes, it dues not 
tp<Mn that the rate question In the South 
wllj be further agHated." 

^Jhat Is like the Tribune. Between 
campaigns It supports enlightened poli¬ 
cies of which the Republican party is 
the deadliest enemy, and yet when a 
national election comes It ahvays sup¬ 
ports the party rather than the policies. 

This year the election 1* not over 
twenty-four hours before the Tribune 
expresses "hqpes" that It means pre¬ 
cisely what the party record and the 
party platform say It does noi mean. It 
must be of pretty srraiil satisfaction to 
a paper like the Tribune to help place 
fn power a party which opposes the 
things that paper urges, and then to 
get what comfort it can out of the hope 
that the party •will violate after <jle©Uon 
the pledges It made before. 

As between the partisan who knows 
what is right and yet, because he is a 
partisan, supports a party that prom¬ 
ises to do what Is wrong, and a par¬ 
tisan who does not trouble himself with 
questions of right or wrong, but stands 
by bis party, right or wrong, simply 
because It Is the party to which he 
claims to "belong," the partisan of the 
first-mentioned type Is certainly de¬ 
serving of no more rewpect than the 
latter. 


llcanism of Jefferson embodied the 
cause of the Many as against the 
claims of the Few, whilst the Repub¬ 
licanism of Theodore Roosevelt em¬ 
brace* the claims of the Few' against 
the cause of the Many. 

This sound* paradoxical, yet it is 
strictly true, and it mark* the differ¬ 
ence which a Century of History has 
wrought in American conditions. 

Theodore Roosevelt, and his imme 
dlate political family, are Federalists 
of the School of Alexander Hamilton; 
but. at least wiser than old John 
Adams, and his immediate family, they 
have contrived to get upon the popular 
current and to ride it. The Democrats. 
In the main clinging to the Jeffersonian 
tradition, have allowed themselves on 
certain collateral matter* to be much 
misled and they have been singularly 
unfortunate. The result is something 
very like annihilation. 

To hamade the money ratio a par¬ 
amount IssiM was bad enough; blit to 
have had the chance of destroying the 
Protective System, and to haw lost it, 
was little short of suicidal, and seems 
now a fatality. 

The Siwmish War may Have been but 
a Historic Interlude; but it was big with 
opportunities, and it mado a new' read- 
ing of American ethic*.

II. 

We repeat what we said yesterday, 
that, ia the character of an organized 
body in National Affairs, the Demo¬ 
cratic party as it 1* constituted and 
led, nan do little against the oligarch- 
ism now' fixed In power and hedged by 
fences which nobody on the outside 
is likely to be able to scale. 

It is as helpless as were the Feder¬ 
alists In 1804, as the Whigs In 1853, 
and not nearly so rich In leaders. Nor 
Is there in sight any combination giving 
promise 'of better things. Of course, 
we shall have all sorts of schemes of 
new' parties, as w'e shall have all sorts 
of nostrums for resuscitating the Dem¬ 
ocratic party. There will, we dare say, 
be a fight even for the label, discred¬ 
ited as this seems to be. Populism has 
not yet had its fling, nor Socialism its 
opportunity. There are also the aoci 
dents of fortune—the possibilities and 
the chances of the game—Roosevelt 
may do to the Republicans what Cleve 
land did to the Democrats—four years 
hence com may not be so high, wheat 
may foil to fifty cents, there may be 
oholera in the Philippine* and in Wall 
Street, smallpox in the stock yards— 
anything-and yet, and yet, all the 
same, there stares us in the face the 
fact that, with the weapons and re¬ 
sources all In their own hands, and 
the will and wit to use them, the Men 
in the Saddle are not likely to ride 
directly to Hell. On the contrary, they 
are likely to strengthen their position, 
to barricade their power, so that—short 
of some dire convulsion—they will be 
hardly less potential In 1908 than they 
have shown themselves in 1904. 

If Mr. Bryan, with his eloquence and 
youth, and a promising layout on pa¬ 
per, could not carry the country In 1898, 
or In 1900, nor Judge Parker, with no 
much to commend him, in 1904, It is fair 
to assume that it is impossible to unite 
the opposition upon any sufficient plan 
of campaign. 

For the moment, therefore, there is 
nothing In sight for those sincere 
Americans who believe, as we do, that 
many of the ends of Republican Gov¬ 
ernment, as we conceive It. aro being 
prostituted to the merest greed for 
money and office; that party spirit, 
sordid and relentless, rules the hour; 
that a close corporation of more or less 
corrupt but very able men are in the 
ascendant; and that the warp and woof 
of politics as politics Is conducted are 
rotting to the point where a break In 
the thread may cost us all that Is be¬ 
neficent in our institutions, leaving us 
the nomenclature and the externals of 
a Republic, whilst, in point of fact, giv¬ 
ing us an Imperialism not much dif¬ 
fering from that of the Caesars. 

All seems lost. To organized Democ¬ 
racy. we fear all is lost. At least, all is 
cha<)k. Shall w'e, on that account, lay 
down our arms and accept the situa¬ 
tion? God of the Universe, forbid it! 
Perish in the depths of Perdition so 
much as the thought! But, w'hat shall 
we do? How shall we proceed? 

In the South, at least, we are politi¬ 
cally Just w-here we were at the close 
of the Sectional War; much better off 
In pocket; not outlawed exactly, though 
if the President be given hls way, we 
shall partly be; but, touching a place 
and foroe in National affairs, wdped 
out. literally, absolutely wiped out. We 
have nothing left but our racehood and 
our manhood; for, presently, we shall 
be robbed by the party in power of 
nearly forty per cent, of our repre¬ 
sentation. What shall we do? We con 
hoki together and maintain our Soli¬ 
darity, not merely as a means of pro¬ 
tecting ourselves against the Negroism 
of the Northern Extremist*, but aa a 
means of maintaining in the Southern 
States some local vetoes against the 
corruptions of Washington. 

We should abate our Democratic 
partylsm. Democratic let us never for¬ 
get chiefly In name, enough to act with 


ther infallible nor Invincible. 

III. 

Next after the Institution of African 
Shivery, for which the South was no 
more responsible than the North, the 
Protective Tariff Is the most monstrous 
instrument of Closslsm and Greed, of 
legalized Robbery. Jobbery and Cor¬ 
ruption. which the rapacity of man 
and the malice of Satan have ever 
devised to degrade and torture human¬ 
kind. 

In the beginning, that is, after the 
War of Sections which had ended Slav¬ 
ery, many of the doctrinaires among 
tho Republican leaders were Free Trad¬ 
ers. Sherman and Allison and Blaine 
were especially heterodox in their no¬ 
tion* about Protection. David A. Wells 
was a Republican, not a Democrat. Gar¬ 
field went the length of becoming a 
member of the Cobden Club. The idea 
w’as that, haring freed the Nigger, they 
were going to free the Trade. It was 
reserved for a Democrat, mistaking 
himself for a Revenue Reformer, to 
save the Protective System and to 
dissipate fwrny years of successful 
agitation after having swept the coun¬ 
try on a radical demand that Custom- 
House taxation should be limited to a 
strictly revenue basis. 

We do not mean to assail Mr. Cleve¬ 
land. But if, on hls return to the White 
House, he had called Congress togeth¬ 
er. had framed a Tariff Measure answer, 
ing the term* of the platform and the 
demands of the people, we should not 
be where we now are. Hls Bill would 
have been defeated |n Congress, of 
course; no doubt of that. But. It would 
have sepora/tieu the sheep from the 
goats, it w'ouki have put the Admin¬ 
istration upon an irresistible w'ave, so 
that he could have appealed to the 
country as never a President, except 
Lincoln, had appealed to It. Instead of 
losing the elections in 1894. we should, 
on this clear-cut issue, with Its object 
lessons, have swept the country, and 
the Administration, Instead of facing a 
divided party and a humiliating di¬ 
lemma. w’ould have ruled the roost. Mr. 
Cleveland would have been not only a 
second Jackson, able to name his suc¬ 
cessor, but completely master of the 
situation. The House would have been 
chosen for a distinct purpose. The Sen¬ 
ate would not have dared disobey. We 
should have had a Cleveland Tariff ri¬ 
valing the Walker Tariff. We should 
have had no tergiversation in either end 
of the Capitol, no Catchings letters, no 
talk about "perfidy" and "dishonor." 
no refusal to sign. And. finally, we 
should have had no silver split and no 
break up. 

Man proposes. God disposes. Let us 
shed no Idle tears over the milk that ia 
spiffed. But we need not surrender an 
issue as potential as Slavery, which will 
never be settled until It Is settled right. 
The Protective System Is the Mother 
and the Father and the Wet Nurse of 
the Trusts. The States of the great 
Northwest cannot go on forever voting 
to stand pat upon their own undoing. 
They will never vote the straight Dem¬ 
ocratic ticket during the life of the 
present generation. But soon, or lAte. 
there is bound to be & break. Does the 
Iowa idea mean nothing? Does La 
Foilette mean nothing? Is there, In 
short, only one way to cook a beef¬ 
steak? 

Merely a word to the wise. That is 
all. No more at present—not even 
a detail, or an argument. There will be 
time enough. Let us of the South 
emulate the wisdom of the serpent, 
true to our racehood nnd our herit¬ 
age of American citizenship, disdain¬ 
ing only the corruptions alike of our 
politics and our blood, the purchase of 
our manhood, w’htch, thus far. at least, 
nothing has been able to subdue.

Long-Range Weather Forecasts. 

The question of making long-range 
weather forecasts, that is forecasts for 
several month* or a year In advance, 
has been studied and worked on for 
several years, not only by the foremost 
scientists of this country, but those of 
Europe as welt Meteorological records 
covering long periods have been con¬ 
sulted and dates of important meteoro¬ 
logical events compared with the 
position of the planets and moon, 
with periods of greatest frequency of 
sunspots and other kindred phenomena. 
This problem is still being cArefully 
Investigated, but eo far the work has 
only demonstrated the fact that with 
the present knowiedge of the laws gov¬ 
erning W'eather changes no reliable 
forecasts can be made covering the sea¬ 
sons In advance. 

In view of these facts an explanation 
is in order relative to the so-called 
long-range forecasts troued by certain 
persons and palmed off on the public In 
various ways. These are the w*ork of 
Impostors or cranks, nearly al¬ 
ways the former. They are not 
based on any scientific foundation and 


a* to time and place and so ambigu 
ous in wording that they cannot be held 
to any actual verification. A good test 
of these forecasts is to mid one over 
carefully, even study it. and then see 
if you can determine what kind of 
w'eather is predicted for your county, 
or State, for a particular day. Nine 
times out of ten you wffi be unable to 
decide in your own m*nd w hat is called 
for. 

There are very few* day* in the year 
that do not show* storms of some na¬ 
ture In some part of this broad coun 
try, and on many days severe local 
storms are experienced In some sec 
lions. These ore immediately seized 
uponv whether in Maine or California, 
and offered as & verification of these 
rambling, unlimited, long-range fore¬ 
cast*. 

In order to give tun air of profundity 
and mystery to his words, the so-called 
forecaster ref era to "planetary disturb¬ 
ances. magnrrilc forces, sofcir perturba¬ 
tion*" and similar claptrap phrase* 
w hich he thinks may iropre?* hls read¬ 
ers. He will occasionally predict an 
earthquake Xor the same purpose, of 
course not limiting its 'appearance to 
any locality or any particular date. 
There i* one thing, however, he eaivnot 
be Induced to dfo, and that 1* to make 
a positive forecast for each day In the 
month for any definite locality, a* he 
know'* that would *oon demonstrate his 
predictions to be worthless. Hls work 
has very' little influence on the business 
world, a* comparatively few business 
men ever pay any attention to his silly 
predictions of dire disaster, but as far 
as It extends its effect is misleading 
and harmful. 


Judge Parker’s Retirement. 

The announcement by Judge Par- 
ker that he will not again be 
a candidate does not excite surprise. 
He had never been an aspirant for po¬ 
litical office, having several times de¬ 
clined a candidacy under circumstances 
which gave reasonable propped of suc¬ 
cess. and for many years had secluded 
himself upon the bench.

Thanksgiving without turkey Is no 
Thanksgiving at all, and unless the tur¬ 
key supply exceeds the present esti¬ 
mates many Louisville Camilles who 
are accustomed to eating turkey on 
that day will be served with some oth¬ 
er kind of meat this year—Cor the tur¬ 
key supply Is short. The supply wflll 
not be equal to the demand and the 
result will be high prices. Trimmings 
will be plentiful, for cranberries are 
cheap and the crop 1* estimated at 
1 .000,000 buaheis. 

Few turkey* are being brought to 
the Louisville market now and those 
which come are as a rule thin. The dry 
weather through Kentucky and Ten¬ 
nessee is responsible for this condition, 
the birds having a hard time finding 
enough to ea/t. The lean birds will be 
fastened by the dealers and by Thanks¬ 
giving It is probable that the turkey* 
which *ire aold will be of a good grade. 
The dealers are at something of a loss 
to explain the c&pse of the shortness 
of the supply this year as the weather 
conditions during the pa*t spring were I 


as good ns could have been desired. 
The fact remains though, that turkeys 
are scarce through the country and 
Louisville dealers will have trouble 
filling all their orders. 

The price 1? already high and It will 
go higher, probably in excess of the 
figure which controlled last year. The 
price paid now' Is twelve and one-half 
cents a pound on the foot, and It is 
said this will go to thirteen or fourteen 
cents by Thanksgiving. This means 
seventeen or eighteen cents a pound 
for dressed birds, and at this price It 
will require a man with a good sized 
pocketbook to be able to afford to eat 
turkey. The large shipments which 
are being made every' year to the East¬ 
ern market may have something to do 
with the scarcity- In this State. 

Cranberries are selling - now in the 
retail grocery stores for -ten cents, 
when the opening price last year was 
fifteen cents. The supply Is not so 
large as It ha- been, but Is plentiful, 
and the sauce which will go with the 
high-priced turkey will be cheap.

DR. BAKER HINTS AT POST-OF¬ 
FICE END TO TROUBLE. 


NO WOMAN IS INVOLVED. 


"I know of no slanderous utterances I 
made against Dr. Gcasett, for which he 
should shock me, except the sentence in 
which I called him a dirty pup," said 
Dr. Harry G. Green, w'ho Is confined in 
the Gray Street Infirmary, suffering 
from two pistol wounds inflicted by Dr. 
Walter B. Gossett. Dr. Gossett still 
claims that he was perfectly Justifiable 
and believe* that the law will sustain 
him in his claims. 

Dr. Green was seen at the Infirmary 
yesterday afternoon and gave out a 
complete statement of his slda of the 
affair, reciting In detail the Incidents 
preceding and accompaning the shoot¬ 
ing. 

"I met Dr. Gossett at the elevator," 
said Dr. Green, "as I was preparing to 
leave the building. He stepped up to 
me and said he would like to see me. 
I asked him to step into my office and 
he did so. At the time I noticed that 
he carried his hands crossed under the 
breast of his overcoat. He stepped to 
the opposite side of the center table 
I have In my office as I closed the door, 
and ds I turned, he said. 'Green, did 
you tell Mrs. Bader tliat I w'as a dirty 
pup?' 'Yes,' I answered* 'I told her 
that I considered you a thoroughbred 
pup and would not let you attend a 
dog of mine.' 

"Almost before I completed the sen¬ 
tence he removed his hands from be¬ 
neath his coat and I noticed that he 
held a revolver. I turned to run and 
he fired the first time. He shot at me 
twice while 1 was running down the 
hall.

Many rumors were afloat yesterday 
In which attempts were made to dis¬ 
cover thJe true cause of the shooting, 
but these w’ere either denied by both 
parties or found to have no ground#. 
The frequency with which the custom¬ 
house Is associated with the trouble, 
however, has led many to believe that 
the "sensation" prophesied by Mr.

"The wound In his back, which 
we feared had penetrated his lungs is 
the only one which will cause him ser¬ 
ious trouble, and If no complications de¬ 
velop by to-morrow, his recovery will 
be rapid." 

Dr. Green was able to receive a few 
visitors yesterday, and although in 
pain, wore a cheerful couatenance. He 
is constantly attended by his mother 
and wife. The wound in his back gives 
him some pain, but no Indications have 
arisen as yet to lead to the belief that 
It will prove serious.

sides Chairman McCreary, Judge Lewis 
McQuowm, Dr. E. E. Hume, of Frank¬ 
fort; Mrs. Edw’ard Fennell of Cynthi- 
ana; Mrs. C. C. McChord, wife of Rail-, 
road Commissioner McChord. These five, 
with the letter of disapproval of Mr. 
Arthur Goebel, made six members or 
a quorum. After a visit to the gtudlo 
of Signor Moretti the committee re¬ 
turned to the Phoenix Hotel, where the 
following resolution was drawn by Dr. 
Hume, w’ho acted as secretary of the 
commission: 

Resolved. That the statue of William 
Goebel, now presented, is not satisfactory 
to the committee ns a likeness of Goebel, 
and we could not accept same if presented 
In bronse. , . ‘ _

Arbitrary assessments by the CItx 
Assessor have been begun, and the 
Board of Equalization will meet on De¬ 
cember 15 to hear complaints of prop¬ 
erty owners who think their assess¬ 
ments are too large. After the board 
has completed Its work Daniel F. Mur¬ 
phy. the City Assessor, will make up a 
schedule showing the total value of the 
real arid personal property in the city. 
This schedule will he submitted to the 
Mayor and the Finance Committee of 
the General Council about December 15, 
when the tax rate for the coming year 
will be fixed. 

The rate of taxation Is now being 
discussed, and the general opinion Is 
that no increase will be made. The 
sentiment is In favor of a rate of $1.K6, 
the same as for the year 1904, and un¬ 
less something unforeseen arises the 
rate will not be Increased above that 
figure. It Is possible that It will be i 
lowered, but the pressing need for sew- j 
ers will probably keep it at the same 
figures as at present. Nothing posi¬ 
tive has been decided, except that it 
will not be made one cent higher than 
is absolutely necessary. The rate de¬ 
pends largely on the amount of tax¬ 
able property which is found in the 
city. 

Mr. Murphy will not give any figures 
for the assessment this year as he has 
not begun Ids additions, but It now 
seems that the figures for last year will 
be exceeded only slightly. If at all. Ex¬ 
emptions which have been allowed un¬ 
der decisions of the Court of Appeals 
will cut down the total amount of as¬ 
sessable property and will prevent any 
decided increase, although much im¬ 
provement has taken place in the city 
and many new buildings have been 
erected. It Is probable that no in¬ 
creases in property in any particular 
portion of the city will be made and the 
decrease will be In only a few' places. 

AUTOMOBILE CLUB 

Will Attend Meeting To Consider 

Ordinance To-day. 

The Louisville Automobile Club will 
have representatives present to hear a 
discussion on the ordinance governing 
the use of automobiles in the city of 
Louisville, which will be taken up this 
afternoon at a meeting of the Railroad 
Committee. The ordinance places 
stringent restrictions on automobilists, 
requiring an examination as to the abil¬ 
ity of the automobilist to control and 
operate his car, as well as a physical 
examination to determine his eyesight 
and nervous temperament. The ordi¬ 
nance was Introduced by Abner Harris 
In the upper board of the Genera! 
Council and will be taken up Jointly 
with an ordinance somewhat similar 
which had been previously ofTered. 

’'We favor a law which requires ex¬ 
amination. for It acts to our advant¬ 
age to have only men who are capable 
of handling machines on the streets.*' 
said George Wilson, the president of 
the Automobile Club, yesterday after¬ 
noon. "As fnr as we know the ordi¬ 
nance which was introduced by Mr. 
Harris is not objectionable to the club. 
The provisions of It seern to cover 
points which should be covered, but we 
will have a special committee which 
will look closely Into it. secure a copy 
of the ordinance, and then we can tqll 
what we will do about favoring, or op¬ 
posing its passage. The real automo- 
billsts In Louisville do not want men 
l of reckless disposition to’he allowed to 
ride mugh-shod over people, for every 
accident adds to our troubles and 
makes it more difficult fnr us t.o obtain 
privileges. Of course, we want an or¬ 
dinance which will allow us to use the 
streets with some degree of pleasure 
and we do not tvant too many restric¬ 
tions. but we have no objection at oil 
to the examination which Is to be re¬ 
quired/' 

Firemen Promoted. 

William Oashnmn and Henry 
Schmidt, substitutes In the Fire De¬ 
partment. were promoted yesterday by 
the Board.of Public Safety to be regu¬ 
lar firemen. They are men with good 
records, and have served In their ca¬ 
pacity as substitutes for several 
months.

Pong Kee, one of Louisville’s three 
Chinamen, was arrested yesterday by 
George P. Trliek, of San Francisco, a 
United States immigrant Inspector, on 
the charge of violating the Chinese 
exclusion act. Pong Kee has not the 
proper papers entitling him to remain 
In this country In his possession, and 
unless his claim that he left them with 
a friend in Cincinnati Is made good by 
the production of the papers he will be 
deported. Pong Kee was placed In 
Jail to awnlt a preliminary hearing. 
He was unable^to furnish the $500 stat¬ 
utory bond. 

Mr. TrUck. who was formerly a citi¬ 
zen of Louisville and a member of the 
General Council for two terms. luia 
been investigating the right of China¬ 
men to live In this country for four 
years and has had many deported. He 
came to Louisville several days ago 
and found that Pong Kee had no reg¬ 
istration papers. The Chinese exclu¬ 
sion act required that all Chinamen In 
this country who expected to remain 
must take out registration papers. 
Pong Kee was here then und at first 
claimed that his papers were in the 
possession of a friend in Cincinnati. 

When taken before Henry F. Cassln. 
the Commissioner, it was found dif¬ 
ficult to make him understand, and 
more difficult to understand him. Mr. 
Cu^slri told Pong that he did not want 
to send him to Jail, and if he could 
get anybody to become his surety 
strict requirements would not be en¬ 
forced in the matter of the bond. 

*‘Me not knowce. Me go Jaliee,” said 
Pong. 

“Are you certain that the papers are 
In Ulnclnnati?’* asked Mr. Cussin. 

“Me not knowee.“ replied the China¬ 
man. and that was all that could be 
got out of him. 

He was finally taken to jail, after 
being allowed to call on his country¬ 
man, Sam Gong, and explain his pre¬ 
dicament. Unless he produces the pa¬ 
pers Pong will be sent back to China.

George S. Watts Dismissed.

Watts, charged w ith the mur¬ 
der of Jack Shepherd, was dismissed 
In the Criminal Court yesterday morn¬ 
ing been ore. to all appearances, the 
defendant was realy to fully estab.iSh 
his Claim of self-defend. Joseph M. 

Commonwealth's Attorney, 
had made an investigation and reached 
this conclusion. The killing occurred 
June 3 at the blacksmith <f*bop of H. 
P. Watts, father of the defendant, on 
Green street, between Final and Brook 
streets. 

Shepherd was a former employe and 
had been discharged a short time be¬ 
fore. On the morning of the killing he 
Is alleged to have appeared at the shop 
in an intoxicated condition and as¬ 
sumed e tnreatening attitude toward 
both the elder Watts and the defend¬ 
ant. The younger Watts left the place 
and reported Shepherd's alleged mds- 
condur i to the police, asking that an 
officer take him in Charge.

As Shepherd continued to advance 
Watts tamed around, and. drawing a 
pistol from a pigeon hole of his father’s 
desk, which stood in the corner, opened 
fire The first bullet hit Shepherd in 
the breast, turning him around, while 
the next struck him in the side, and 
the last two entered the back.
